The same should be true of the student and regular 
application, day by day,. will smoothly pave the way towards the 
tests, which are bound to arrive. Throw off restlessness now. Take 
the medicine and the cure will be complete.

• lady who pets her shoulder badly 
chewed "Au Kat Mort.'' It is simply 
_ delightful. 

When they .v'p at home in Parte, 1 
believe, the Grand Guignol Players 
put on the most eerie plays they can 
find and leave it at that. During their 
Canadian visit they have seen fit to 
temper the hurricane of horrors with n 
few broad comedies to relieve the 
tension, and the audience appeared - to 
be very thankful for small mercies. 

Tor the last two or three years we 
have suffered a perfect deluge of 
"mystery" plays from across the bor- 
der, written for the most pari by 
people who had missed a splendid vo- 
cation as authors of penny dreadfuls. 
They make use for the moss part of 
impossible mechanical devices and the 
trashy spooks of pink-tea t.-iblc-tnp- 
pcrs. There is an enormous suit 
stretching between performances of 
that ilk and the terror plays of the 
Grand Guignol Company. When play- 
wrights like M. Charles Mere write 
dramas of sheer, stark naked fear they 
put themselves to the trouble of be- 
coming thoroughly acquainted with the 
psychology of fear, and they leave the 
pnjjrls in the property room. The in- 
tellectual aristorcrai with a touch of 
sadism and the self-confident duchess 
who finally looses her reason in "Une 
Xuit au Bouge" arc .superb character 
studies. "Au Rat Mon. Cabinet no. 6." 
is hardly less forceful. 

The broad farce is more or less of 
an international institution ail things 
being equal, though the French play- 
let is hardly complete without at least 
one "bonne amie" coming in some- 
where, where your Anglo-Saxon would 
prefer to rely for his comedy on a 
maiden aunt. "Sur le Banc" Is a 
- charming little thing with M. Maurice 
Hettriet giving a splendid (Varac- 
terization of an old gentleman. I 
think the large French audience could 
hardly be convinced that there wasn't 
a catch in it somewhere. French 
comedies don't generally end like that. 
And even fholtgh they felt tears of 
righteousness welling up in their eyes 
I'm sure a good many people felt sorry 
for the poor student, whose dejeuner 
it deux would never materialize. 

"Xounouche", which finished off the 
bill, is a most hilarious bit of foolery, 
w*nere an old nurse is hired as a ser- 
vant by her former charge, whereupon 
nh«j proceeds to scare his "bonne ami" 
from th<- premises by reciting an- 
cedotcs of his early infancy. And by 
tiie way little English-speaking dam- 
sels should remember not to ask 
George what its all about when the 
audience roars. That's all right in 
"Charley's Aunt* but it is likely to 
. prove embarrassing to George 'in the 
case of th French farce.

Election Notices Were Found 
on Walls. 

Among Hie deduct loiin nnd con- 
firmations from thn new series of o*- 
cnvallnnn lit Pompeii In one Hint 
after the volcanic eruption wns over 
nnd the stream of Invn upon tho town 
had censcrl and hardened, stiull of the 
liilinbllntits thai had escaped rolu ro- 
od nnd proeeeded to dig nnd bore holes 
through the great mass Hint covered 
nil. 

An em.mlnation makes II. clear that 
the destitute Pompelnns borer) shafts, 
nnd thn scnrclty of vnlunbles that, have 
been dlsooveretl Indicates that they 
were conMldonibly nuircessrul. While, 
the exes vi« Hons yield abundant and en- 
tertaining knowledge or the manner 
In which the people decornterl their 
houses, they have afforded very little 
of what nilpht be called treasure and 
the reason is plain. 

Old Ideas Corrected. 
The close examination of these sen- 
tions havo revealed many now secrets 
of the style and character or Pompeii, 
nnd removed some old superstitions, 
Tho old Ideas that the upper stories 
of the Pompeinn houses were rubbish 
places, or were devoted only to the 
use of servants or slaves is shown to 
be croneotts. The upper floors wnre 
among the best parts of tho house. 
One upper story has been minutely 
constructed, and the result In a sulto 
of small chambers, the walls of which, 
in their original state, were evidently 
richly adorned . . 

Tho reconstructon of this house re- 
presents one of the best' triumphs of 
Signer Spinazaoln. who has been tho 
director-ln-chiof of the excavations. 
Lines from the poets ornament the 
walls of some of the rooms. The char- 
acter of the upper story, and the fact 
that the houses faced th* ntrects. In- 
dicate thht residents in Pompeii before 
the disaster were lively nnd full of 
col of . 

With many eminent personages en- 
gaged in statecraft, politics, and the 
professions had their residences here. 
It was In general a place for the resi- 
dence of business people. Shops have 
hocn located nnd reconstructed, and 
evidence indicates that the shop fronts 
were closed up at night by shutters 
.secured by an Iron bar. 

Election in Progrest. 
At the tme that Pompeii was over- 
whelmed an election wan In progress 
bad Juki, been held, for on the walls 
outside, many of the houses are nn- 
loiinccmonts and appeals In oonnectlou 
lliorowlMi . 

Pompeii hn-s nlwnyn been remarkable 
for Ihe wonder of Its details, nnd that 
Is whero If Is so inur.1i superior to Tim. 
gad and other marvelous excavations. 
The now excavations provide a large 
number of mural paintings and some 
frle/.cs drmn in while stucco. Tn one 
of the houses there is u kind of chapel 
In a recess, the wttlln and celling of 
which are finely decorated, while the 
silicon fricstn represents scenes of 
figures from the Hind. 

No now evidence was needed of the 
Handsome manner In which a house at 
Pompeii was appointed In Ihe days 
when the oily flourished nnd Its people 
wero happy. Hut the new excavations 
do show with what enro anil thorough, 
lions nil thn convenience.s and comforts 
wore applied lo these mansions.

The ac- 
cumulation of knowlcge, then, by the 
different Individuals, will operate to 
produce Individuals, not standard types. 

To be sure, some Individuals come out 
certainly not entitled to rank as a-uni- 
verslty graduate. But the. reason for 
that lies In the makeup of. the sturi»nt 
himself, not In the university, which he 
attended. 

N'or will students cease to hope while 
they continue to learn. The youth is 
not naturally cynical or hopeless, tt 
takes a good deal of life to Rtlfle his 
optimism. If learning does anythinga.r. 
all, ft opens hl«- mind and hean. 
to greater vlstas™an before. Aa long 
as he continues to acotifre visions of 
the possibilities before, him and thi 
world, he will hope. • 

Th» student may he prone tô all the 
vanities of the world, for he Ls. after 
all, a. very normal sort of person, hut 
ho is not developed according to strict 
lines, he does not come out standard- 
ized, and he hopes as much as did 
his father before him.— The /Univer- 
sity Daily Kansan.

"Companionship between sons of 
different nations Is a sight which 
catches the eye of everyone who vis- 
its Robert College, near Constanti- 
nople Prom morning until night the 
trhrmvorate, n Bulgarian, a Greek nn.l 
a Turk, can always bo seen together, 
With such a sight constantly before 
your eyes, it dees not scent possible 
that hostile feelings cist between 
Ihe two peoples of southeastern Eu- 
rope." This is «bat C, E. XV.il soil 
•02, assistant professor of Cnglish, 
said when asked of bis experiences 
at Robert College, where h.« was a 
member of the faculty tor eight years. 

Robert Collège is new situated upon 
a sloping hill overlooking the Hos- 
porus River, 10 miles from i'nnslnn- 
Hnonle. The institution was founded 
in ISfiS by Or. \V. K. Hamlin, a fa- 
mous educator, and financed by H. 1.. 
Robe;: of New York. The college 
opened the fall ef that \ car with three 
professors and lour students; three of 
the latter being English, and one 
American.' 

For the first 10 years tho Ameri- 
cans were prevented from purchasing 
a desirable s.te for the colTege by the 
Turkish govermnnf. whose officials 
watched the increasing enrollment of 
the American college with suspicion. 
An important event in this connection 
was the visit of aaprominent Ameri- 
can citizen in the person of Mr. Mor- 
gan, who. besides other means of in- 
fluence of Mr. Seward, the Secretary 
of State in tho administration of Presi- 
dent Lincoln. 

He became interested hi the matter 
of the proposed college, and promised 
that upon his return ho-mr he would 
urce Mr. Seward to press for per 
mission to erect a suitable building 
lor it at Roumelo-Hiss.ir. The prom- 
ise was kept, with the result thnt the 
Turkish government received a dis- 
patch from its minister hi "Washing- 
ton to the effect: "Settle the college 
question. lest it prove a thorny one." 

With the building operations on the 
hill chosen for the site begun, the cor- 
nerstone of Hamlin Hall was laid on 
the Fourth of .Inly. 156?. A few days 
after this event a Turkish srentleman. 
called to see the college and spent 
considerable time in coing over it. 
Suddenly he turned to Dr. Hamlin 
and said. "You never would, have ob- 
tained your Iradè but for the revolu- 
tion in frète." Dr Hamlin did not 
know what to understand by that 
statement. The Cretan revolution and 
an Jrnde for Robert College were en- 
tirely different questions; 

Ultimately, the statement became 
clear. During the Crotan distur- 
bances certain letters appeared in the 
-Vow Vork newspapers descriL'inç the 
revolution and expressing sympathy 
for it. The lettcj-s came, of course, 
under the notice of the Turkish gov- 
ernment, and the inference drawn 
from them was that the American 
government intended to interfere with 
the thorny tjucstion which Crete also 
represented ; and that the visit of Ad- 
miral l'un ago t to Constantinople was 
only the shadow of coming events, a 
prelude to his being sent to the Modi- 
tcrrauean with a fleei to assist tho reb- 
el islanders The Jra.de for Robert 
College was :i piece-offering to disarm 
the hostility of the United States gov- 
ernment. 

After the armistice the enrollment 
wont as. high as 700. hut with I he com- 
ing of hard times in J5".u iho student 
body decreased to r,o,o. The faculty 
numbers 50. many of whom are Wart- 
mouth men. At present Julius A. 
Brown '02, grandson of Francis 
Brown, president of Dartmouth College 
during "the Urea.t Case," is professor 
of astronomy at Robert College. 

Similar to American colleges, where 
many degrees are given the college sil- 
uated in Constantinople offers H. S., 
A. H. and B. .S.' in Commerce degrees. 
In addition, the college supports an 
engineering course whose equipment is 
excellent. The students live in dormi- 
tory rooms, 20 slaying in each room. 
As a result of seme coaching, the stu- 
dents have turned oui teams strong 
enough lo defeat the American fleet 
baseball and basket boll teams on 
nearly every occasion. 

The nineteen or twenty nationalities 
in the college points strongly lo I he in- 
tei national character of the student 
hotly. There is thus given to all Iho 
students an opportunity to gain an 
intimate acquaintance Willi the views, 
ideals and character of the oilier 
nai i.iiiallties. Ainoiig the niosl famous 
graduates are leading diplomats re- 
presenting Dulgaria, Greece, Armenia. 
Turkey and Albania 

The outbreak of (he war did not in- 
lorrupi u, ( . college; in foci, the Turks 
were particularly courteous »l Unit 
time. Professor Watson tcils that nil 
the foreign residents realized (hat 
Turkey, loo. besides Germany, was 
planning for Hie war, since Gorman 
officers had been in Turkey training 
the army for months and ihere wna n

In 
100!» all faculties ai Queen's, with Ihe 
exception of Art.s, .ran initiations and 
In the following year 1 the sophomores 
In Arts made an attempt to revive 
this custom. 

In 1911 however, a serious accldenl 
occurred in one of the ipiations across 
tho lino and as a result the. authori- 
ties at Queen's doclrlcd lo prohibit ha- 
zing for all time. ' 

For some time after the ordinance 
against initiations whs passed . tho 
first year men wore insignia, desig- 
nating the extent of their academic 
progress— bin finally even Ibis custom 
has disappeared from the Queen's 
campus.
